The first indicatio n that Secretary Hull’s go o d 
neighbo r co nference a t Lima, Peru, is no t all 
th at it was “cracked up to be,” came with the 
rather 
chilling anno uncement 
fro m 
Bueno s 
Aires, o n February 15, that o ur go o d neighbo r, 
the Rep ublic o f Argentine, had decreed a sharp 
reductio n o f imp o rts fro m the United States. It 
was intimated that by the curtailment o f p ur­ 
chases fro m the United States, Great Britain and 
Germany wo uld be the benefacto rs. 
Pedro Gro p p o , Argentine Minister o f Finance, 
declared that imp o rts fro m the United States 
must be reduced “to the lev el o f three o r fo ur 
y ears ago .” The reaso n fo r this he said is that 
imp o rts far o v er-balance p urchases o f go o ds by 
the United States in the Argentine. The Min­ 
ister intimated that what Argentina wants is 
no t a mo st fav o red natio n treaty but a bi-lateral 
agreement o n tariff reductio ns between the 
United States and Argentina. So much fo r the 
first Latin-American disap p o intment fo llo wing 
the Lima co nference. 
If imp o rts fro m the United States are reduced 
to p rev io us lev els it means that $31,000,000 wo rth 
o f business annually which we hav e enjo y ed will 
go to the chief demo cratic and chief to talitarian 
natio n acro ss the Atlantic. 
Great Britain has been urging Argentina to 
buy mo re fro m her so as to maintain debt in­ 
terest p ay ments, while Germany is p utting her 
trade acro ss by o ffering manufactured go o ds in 
ex change fo r Argentine farm p ro ducts. Jo hn Bull 
has so lo ng enjo y ed a sup remacy in Argentine 
trade and Germany is go ing after business so 
effectiv ely thro ugh bartering that many United 
States business men are beginning to do ubt 
whether the United States will ev en be able to 
m aintain its p resent p o sitio n in the Argentine 
markets, let alo ne increasing the business o r 
imp ro v ing it. 
Argentina, hav ing beco me used to direct bar­ 
tering and tariff recip ro city agreements between 
natio ns, is no w said to be aiming at the big meat 
trade in the United States, Because o f high 
standards o f liv ing, o ur p eo p le eat mo re meat 
than any o ther fo lks o n the glo be. In no co untry 
o utside the United States is meat a p art o f the 
regular diet o f the wo rkingman and his fam­ 


ily . Argentina p ro duces much meat and wants 
to sell a p art o f it to the United States. Up to 
this time we hav e kep t o ut fo reign meats be­ 
cause we hav e refused to ratify the sanitary 
agreement which keep s Argentine meats o ut o 
the United States. 
Argentina, by cutting her 
p urchases here, is said to be aiming to hav e the 
sanitary regulatio ns mo dified so she can sell 
meat in the United States. If she is able to p ut 
this o v er we may get so me o f o ur trade back — 
at the ex p ense o f the American farmer who will 
see his cattle and ho g markets giv en o v er to the 
p ackers and p eo ns o f So uth America. We may 
no t get o ur trade back at that — but we will at 
least get a p ro mise o f it. 
It is stated also th at the So uth American Re­ 
p ublic o f Brazil has just o rdered fo ur large 
freighters built in Germany at a co st o f o v er 
fiv e millio n do llars. 
Present signs seem to indicate that it is fine 
to talk abo ut go o d neighbo r p o licies and hands 
acro ss the equato r, but that when it co mes to 
business, the o ld rules o f the game canno t be 
set aside by the ex p ressio ns o f go o d fello wship . 


ROAD TO PROSPERITY 
When Edsel Fo rd and o ther o utstanding ex ­ 
ecutiv es to ld a Senate co mmittee that lo wer 
tax es wo uld go a lo ng jway to ward p ro mo ting 
industrial reco v ery , emp hasis was p laced up o n 
a p o int th at co mmands natio nwide attentio n.

362 the bo ard o f electio n co m­ 
missio ners estimated 
1,200,000 
v o tes wo uld be cast between,® a.

Republican leaders regarded a 
v icto ry fo r their candidate in 
the regular electio n April 4 as a 
fav o rable augury fo r the 19 40 
presidential co ntest.

Co urtney po lled the largest 
v o te o n reco rd in Co o k co unty 
when he wo n re-electio n in 19 36. 
His v o te ex ceeded that o f Presi­ 
dent Ro o sev elt. During the pres­ 
ent campaign he termed the Kel- 
ly -Nash o rganizatio n “ Chicago ’s 
Tammany ” and accused the Kel­ 
ly administratio n o f pro tecting 
“ sy ndicate-co ntro lled gambling,” 
raising tax es, and making the 
scho o l sy stem a po litical fo o tball.
